Dreton,  leaving  tlie  said  islands  on  the  right, 
and  tlie  gnlC  of  the  said  great  river  of  Ca- 
luula,  or  great  naval  station,  and  tlie  lands  of 
Nevvt'oundland,  with  the  islands  belonging  to 
tliese  lands,  un  the  left,  and  thereafter  to  the 
head  or  cape  of  Cape  lircton  foresaid,  lying 
near  the  latitude  of  forty. live  degrees  or 
tlierealioiitN,  and  from  the  said  cape  of  Cape 
IJreton  towards  the  south-west,  to  the  fore- 
said Cap  de  Sable,  where  the  perambulation 
began,  including  and  comprehending  within 
the  said  coasts,  and  their  circumfc'rence  from 
sea  to  sea,  all  the  lands  and  continents,  with 
tlie  rivers,  brooks,  bays,  shores,  iiiliinds  or 
seas,  lying  near  or  within  six  leagues  of  any 
part  of  the  same,  on  the  western,  northern, 
or  eastern  .sides  of  the  coasts,  and  |)recinct8 
thereof,  and  on  the  south-east,  (where  lies 
Cape  Breton,)  and  on  the  southern  part  of 
the  same,  (where  is  Cap  de  Sable,)  all  the 
seas  and  islands  southwards  within  forty 
leagues  of  the  said  co.ists  thereof,  including 
the  great  island  commonly  called  Isle  de 
Sable  or  Sabloii,  lying  towards  the  south- 
south-east,  in  the  sea,  about  thirty  leagues 
froiii  Cape  Hreton  foresaid,  and  being  in  the 
latitude  of  forty-four  degiees  or  thereabouts  ; 
which  lands  foresaid  should  in  all  time  to 
come  enjoy  the  name  of  Nova  Scotia  in  Ame- 
rica ;  Which  also  were  vested  in  W  illiani,  the 
said  Karl  of  Stirling,  according  to  a  charter 
of  novodamns  under  the  great  seal  of  the 
kingdom  of  .Scotland,  dated  the  liith  day  of 
July  anno  Domini  lli^^5,  made,  given  and 
granted  by  Charles,  King  of  Cireat  Britain, 
J''rancc  and  Ireland,  in  favour  of  the  said  iit-ri(aiiie 
William  Karl  of  Stirling,  (then  and  through-  i'"^P'»^^"" 
out  named  Sir  W  illiam  Alexander,)  his  heirs 
and  assigns  whatsoever,  heritably  :  And  by 
which  charter  it  is  declared,  that  the  foresaid 
V\  illiaiii  Karl  of  Stirling  should  divide  the 
fori  I  lands  into  parts  and  portions  as  should 
seem  ii  diiu  fit,  and  bestow  names  on  them  at 
pleasure;  'I'ogether  wit  hall  mines,  as  well  royal 
of  gold  and  silver,  asother  mines  of  iron,  lead, 
cojiper,  tin,  brass,  and  other  niiticrals  whatso- 
ever, with  the  power  of  digging  and  causing 
digtroni  the  land,  purifying  and  rehning  the 
same,  and  converting  and  using  them  to  his 
own  proper  use,  or  other  uses  whatsoever, 
as  should  seem  tit  to  the  said  William  Earl  of 
Stirling,  Ins  heirs  or  assigns,  or  to  those  who, 
in  their  place,  should  happen  to  settle  in  the 
said  lands:  Kcserving  only  to  his  said  Majesty  ues.nonoM 
and  his  successors  the  tenth  piiit  of  the  metal,  "' '"'  *''• 
commonly  called  ore  of  gold  and  silver,  that  Uojjityor 
shall  afterwards  be  dug  or  gained  out  of  the  <'"''-""ii"'i 
earth  ,   Leaving  to  the  said  William  Earl  of  silv't/p'ic.
